D EM O TIN G CHILD BAD 
PSYCHOLOGY 
Last Ju n e m any school children 
were promoted on probation. 
The 
child and his parents were told that 
he was prom oted on trial; th a t if 
he showed satisfactory progress in 
the next grade he would be allowed 
to stay in it; th a t if he did not show 
satisfactory progress at the end of 
a few weeks he would be put back 
to the pradp from which he was 
promoted. 
In some cases the child prom oted 
on 
probation 
atten d ed 
s u m m e r 
school or had special instruction of 
some other sort. As a rule, however, 
nothing had been done during the 
sum m er to help this child in his 
school work. Yet in m any instances 
he may have been rem inded by his 
parents th a t unless he worked hard 
this fall he would have to be put 
back. 
W ith this w arning went the 
suggestion th a t if he were demoted, 
he would disappoint and disgrace his 
parents. 
Since the opening of school this 
fall, he probably has been rem inded 
daily of the danger of demotion. 
Even some teachers will try to spur 
this sort of child to greater effort 
w ith this threat. 
T hough such p ro ­ 
cedure m ay induce a few children 
to strive harder, 
the 
success 
of 
others must be greatly 
hindered, 
since they have so m uch fear of 
w hat m ight happen. 
What Is Overlooked 
W h a t teachers and principals m ay 
overlook is th a t the psychology of 
dem otion is so m uch more h a z a rd ­ 
ous to the child’s peace of m ind and 
m ental health th a n failure of pro­ 
motion would have been. 
B ut w hat 
about 
those children 
now' on trial? 
Let the teacher and 
principal announce to them th a t 
they will rem ain w here they are. 
that none will be demoted, but th a t 
they will be s e t to do only w hat 
they are able to do. Accordingly, 
some children in the fifth grade 
will be set at reading or arithm etic, 
say, a t fourth, or third, or even 
second grade level. 
T hen if at the 
end of the term their degree of p ro ­ 
gress does not w a rra n t promotion, 
let them repeat. 
Pv and by practically no child 
will be prom oted on trial. 
P ra c ­ 
tically all will go forw ard with their 
group, being set to do only what 
they can succeed at. On their record 
cards in th e office will be recorded 
exactly w hat they have achieved. 
The teacher will have access to this 
record and. in most instances, the 
parent will. W hen such time arrives 
we shall have to have several types 
of high school diplomas, each one 
designating 
specifically 
what 
‘he 
student w inning it has accomplished.

FIRE LOSS TREND NOW UPWARD 
“In the light of past experience w< m ay face th< prospect of heavier 
fire losses for some time to come,” according to Paul B. Somm ers, 
president of the N ational Board of Fire U nderw riters 111 th a t organiza­ 
tion's current issue of “S afeguarding Am erica Against Fire.7’ 
“ A fter five 
successive years of a declining fire loss,” says Mr. Somm ers, “ there was 
an upswing of m ore th a n $28,000.000 in 1936, an increase of 11.9'; over 
1935. 
In view of the pronounced im provem ent in industrial and com ­ 
m ercial activity, this rise in losses is not unduly disturbing, except for 
the fact th a t the record for th e law 62 years indicates th a t the upw ard 
curves of the loss cycles are more sustained th an the downw*ard trends. 
“It seems peculiar.” continues Mr. Som m ers, “th a t 'Good times 
bring bad fires’. 
Still, this is a fact and a little study reveals the re a ­ 
son. 
First, fire losses decreased in the depression because of the tre ­ 
m endous w rite-off in property values th a t took place, because people 
who were u n d er-in su red or uninsured became more careful in handling 
com m on fire hazards and because stocks of goods were m aintained on a 
h a n d -to -m o u th basis. 
“Now, however, we see the reversal of all this. 
Property values 
are rising along with building costs. 
Inventories of goods are on the 
increase, too, and people who have h ad th eir in h u c l iI fears lulled, are 
becom ing more careless. 
Moreover, the rising tide of business activity 
brings a larger num ber of fires.”

No. 7. Central station. The Pirsch 
truck which answers all alarms will

the blaze. 
Give slowly and distinctly, the 
name of the street and number. 
Make sure that the firemen under­ 
stand before you leave the phone. 
Don’t get excited, it causes a loss 
of time. 
Fire departments have the right 
of way. always. If you hear the fire 
siren, pull to the curb and stop. Do 
not follow the fire truck. You are 
liable to arrest if you do not fol­ 
low these instructions. No vehicle 
or persons is allowed within 500 
feet of a fire. These are state laws. 
When calling for a rubbish fire, 
mention this fact. Also if there is 
an auto fire specify this kind of a 
blaze. Don't drive over a fire hose. 
Don’t fill gasoline cans by lamp­ 
light.

Don't use a rubber hose for a gns 
connection.
